Most people in following this advice 
may feel that they are ruining their} 
bushes to ent then back go severely, 
but the young shoots that have stert- 
Jed about the roots will aurprise thom 
iby springing up with wonderful rapid- 
ity. Each bush will probably put forth 
several new shoots that will grow as 
Jong a8 those cut, or ong shoot will 
grow much longer, In either ease the 
trollis will soon be covered again.

FOR OLD CUMBERLAND ROAD. 


Bill fn Congress For ite Extension in 
Four States aa Pledged. 

Tho. National Highway sssociation 
in calling attention to a bill of Repre- 
sentatlyé Barnhart of Indiana for the 
extension of the old Cumberland road 
throws. some Nght on the history of 
that highway. ; 

‘When in 1802 Ohio was ndmitted. 
to the Union,” it says in a recent 
statement, “the general government 
gave its written pledge that one-twen- 
tieth, of the ret proceeds from the sale’ 
of all public lands situated within the 
state would be applied by congress. to 
the building of a national road from 
tidewater on the Atlantic to and 
through the state. Similar contracts 
were entered into by the government 
with Indiana, IMnois and Missourt 
upon thelr ndmission to the Union. 
Subsequently the government sold the 
public Jands thus reserved and pledg- 
ed to the purpose of bullding of roads 
and approprinted ‘the proceeds to the 
building of the Oumberland ‘ond in 
Maryland, Pennsylyania aud Virginia. 
Only fA small part of the money was 
spent in any of tho ‘public land’ states, 
and none of it renched Missouri, 

“Representative Barnhart’s bill calis 
for an appropriation of $5,000,000 for 
continuing the construction and pro- 
viding for the ninintennance of the 
Cumberland road in those states 
Ohfo, Indiana and Winols are onch to 
get $1,000,000 and Missouri $2,000,000.. 
The bill nethorizes the president to ap- 
point three national highway commis- 
sloners to have full charge of con-, 
struction, repairs aud malutenance of 
the rond, They nre to serve three years 
nnd receive $5,000 salary cach. The 
rond follows tlie route of the National 
Old ‘Trails rond and is a part of the 
60,000 mnflés of national highways pro- 
posed. The Cumberland road docs not 
touch Mr, Barnhart's district, but be 
reallzes, no Lincoln did, that ‘no public 
improvement is so local.ns (o be of mo. 
genera! benefit.’
